County HD Agent 
Gives Spring 
Housecleaning Tips 


With the coming of spring 
comes an annual project for 
homemakers: 
spring 
house- * 
cleaning. 
Chances are that the floors 
are in for a good scrubbing. 
Here are some suggestions for 
floor care from Mary Y. New­ 
berry, Jones County Home De­ 
monstration Agent. To remove 
old wax, follow the U. S. De­ 


partment of Agriculture’s For­ 
est Service suggestions for us­ 
ing rags moistened with tur­ 
pentine or other paint thinner. 
A final rinse with soap and 
warm water will be necessary, 
but do this quickly so the wa­ 
ter won’t have time to reach 
the wrood or to turn shellac 
coating white. 
Floors will last longer 
if 
they are waxed regularly. This 
should be done every four to 
six months. If there are chil­ 
dren in the home there will 
probably be a need to touch up 


some spots often. 
Even 
ink stained areas such as places 
stains can be removed from 
wood flooring, 
if you know 
how. Just bleach them with 
oxalic acid or some other com­ 
mercial wood bleach. The rub­ 
ber marks, caused by tennis 
shoes and hard rubber heels, 
may be removed with naptha 
or paint thinner. If there is 
grease from the car or drip­ 
pings from your vacuum clean­ 
er motor on the floor, there’s 
not much that be done about 
it except to sand off all the 
stained area. On other badly 


where water has 
stood 
for 
some time, sanding may be re­ 
quired. After the 
stain 
has 
been removed, the next step is 
to patch the area with sealer 
and buff with a pad of steel 
wool. The patchwork will look 
much better than the stain.
